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Nation-Wide 
Strike Hits 
Israel Bonds

NEW YORK (NJP)—State of 
Israel Bond offices all over the 
country were struck for four 
and a half hours last Thursday 
in a dispute over working con- 
ditions. Negotiations are under 
way now between management 
and labor. 

The dispute involves more 
than 400 professional and cleri- 
cal employees of the Develop- 
ment Corporation for Israel (un- 
derwriters of the State of Is- 
rael Bond Issues). Mediation 
under auspices of the New York 
State Board of Mediation were 
under way Tuesday of this week 
at the air-conditioned Israeli 
Bond office during the height 
of a New York heat wave. 

Issues involved are salary in- 
creases, union security provi- 
sions, guarantees against arbi- 
trary transfers, establishment of 
job categories, improved sever- 
ance benefits and pension plan. 

The mediation is considered a 
good sign of an early settlement. 





FIRST GRADUATE 


OF SEMINARY 


NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
youngest of the rabbinical 
seminaries held its first grad- 
uation last week and or- 
dained one rabbi. Perform-

First 
graduate is Dr. Danial Ber- 
man, recent recipient of a 
Ph.D. degree from Rutgers 
University. He received 
earlier rabbinic training at 
Hebrew Union College-Jew- 
ish Institute of Religion.

Rabbi Eliezer Silver Walks Off Platform, 
Refuses to Share It With. Conservative Rabbi 


Action Disrupts 
Installation Rites 
Of New Rabbi 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—The 
smoldering feud between the 
ultra-Orthodox Agudas  Hara- 
bonim and the  non-Orthodox 
rabbinate was touched off here 
this week when Rabbi Eliezer 
Silver, president of the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis of the United 
States and Canada, refused to 
share a platform with a Con- 
servative rabbi. 


RABBI SILVER, of Cincin- 
nati, came to Indianapolis to in- 
stall Rabbi Moses Magnes as 
spiritual leader of the Orthodox 
Sharah Tefilla congregation. 

When he learned that Rabbi 
Morris Feldman of Temple Beth 
El (Reconstructionist) was also 
on the program, Rabbi Silver 
told congregation president Lou- 
is Bernstein that as a matter of 
principle he does not share the 
pulpit with Conservative or Re- 
form rabbis. 

Informed of this, Rabbi Feld- 
man told Shoolem_ Ettinger, 
chairman of the day, that he 
would be glad to leave, but Et- 
tinger asked him to stay. A com- 
promise was worked out, which 
would have permitted Rabbi 
Feldman to speak after Rabbi 
Magnes had been officially in- 
stalled. 

After Rabbi Silver had deliv- 
ered his talk, and installed Rab- 
bi Magnes, Louis Bernstein, pres- 
ident of the congregation, rose 
to say a few words. 


HE THEN announced that the 
religious services were closed. 

Without waiting to be intro- 
duced, Rabbi Feldman came to 
the pulpit. Rabbi Silver did not 
leave, but when Rabbi Feldman 
opened his talk by declaring 
that, after all, the Agudas Hara- 
bonim were only one of many 
rabbinical groups and represent- 
ed a small segment of the rab- 
binate, Rabbi Silver left the pul- 
pit. He went to the vestry, 
where refreshments were being 
served, and was followed by 
some people in the audience. 

Rabbi Feldman, who formerly 
was a Jewish social worker, 
spoke highly of Rabbi Magnes, 
of North Bergen, N.J., with 
whom he had studied Talmud a 
number of years ago. 

In his address, Rabbi Silver 
attacked the new ketuba (mar- 
riage contract) now being used 
by some Conservative rabbis. 


RABBI FELDMAN told The 
POST that he felt rabbis should 
try to maintain unity in a com- 
munity, regardless of theologi- 
cal differences. “No organization 
has the right to dictate to others 
on theology,” Rabbi Feldman de 
clared. 

Rabbi Feldman said he had 
been a friend of Rabbi Magnes 
and his family for more than 
30 years,

GRAHAM SAID

NEW YORK (WNS)—The 
“type* of religious revival 
represented by Billy Gra- 
ham” would not result in 
any spiritual resurgence for 
Jews in the United States, 
Rabbi Robert Gordis de- 
clared here recently. 

“No sudden conversions 
or ‘decisions,’ no dramatic 
‘leaps of faith’ can bring 
about” a religious revival 
among American Jews, Dr. 
Gordis said. He added that 
a Jewish spiritual revival 
“must be based upon Jew- 
ish learning and the practice 
of Jewish living.”

Attacked 


As ‘Sugar-Coated’ Religion 


NEW YORK (NJP) — Jews 
were urged to turn from “sugar- 
coated religion” to “time-tested 
Orthodoxy” in a sermon here by 
Rabbi J. Howard Ralbag (Ortho- 
dox) of Congregation Ohav Sho- 
lom, as he predicted a difficult 
future for the Conservative 
movement. 

The rabbi attacked “Reform” 
or “modernization” steps taken 
by some rabbis and declared 
“The, pulse of Judaism is acti- 
vated by Orthodoxy. Its life span 
is prolongeq by following the 
course of tradition.” 

Rabbi Ralbag asked rabbis to 





“resist the increasing pressure 


to make Judaism more palata- 
ble” for the younger generation. 

The rabbi expressed “shock 
and concern” at the Conserva- 
tive rabbinate, saying they were 
“openly and defiantly adopting 
Reform practices in their con- 
gregations.” 

Rabbi Ralbag added “The pro- 
tective wing that Orthodox Jew- 
ry has kept over Conservatism 
in the past will be withdrawn. 
It. can bode only evil for that 
segment of Jewry which seeks 
not only to sit on the fence but 
also to lean toward an element 
which is foreign to its spiritual 
preservation.”

At Jewish Club

NEW YORK (NJP)—An Or. 
thodox rabbi who attended a 
luncheon in honor of Evangelist 
Billy Graham told The POST hea 
was brought there “under false 
pretenses.” 


THE LUNCHEON was not 
held under the auspices of the 
Billy Graham Crusade, but was 
arranged in a private Jewish 
club in midtown Manhattan by 
Jack Lewis, head of a New York 
paper corporation and a person- 
al friend of Billy Graham. 

Lewis, born a Jew, has re: 
cently been converted. He is now 
a practicing Presbyterian. 

Rabbi Zeev Zahavy, spiritual 
leader of Congregation Zichron 
Ephraim, contends he was _ in- 
vited “to strengthen religious 
understanding and brotherhood” 
through his presence. He added 
that he did not know then that 
Lewis was a convert and that 
Lewis had invited other Jews to 
the luncheon for the _ possible 
reason of having them exposed 
to evangelist teachings. 


“BILLY GRAHAM did _ not 
preach to the group, the major- 
ity of whom were Jews,” Rabbi 
Zahrvy said. “He spoke only of 
his personal experience of how 
he arrived at his faith.” 

However, Rabbi Zahavy add- 
ed, a@ member of the Crusade 
told him that many rabbis at- 
tend the Madison Square Garden 
meetings, and that boxes are re- 
served for them. He was asked 
to come to hear Graham, but de- 
clined by saying he was too 
busy. 


“I OFFERED a prayer for 
amity at the luncheon, but I did 
not partake of the food,” the 
rabbi told The POST. “While 
we may differ in thought and 
in method, we American Jews 
want to show the same regard 
for other religions as they show 
to us. I ga no” want to be 
duped into attending any affair 
that would want to evangelize 
Jews,” he stated. 

Rabbi Zahavy said he frowned 
upon Jewish attendance at the 
Madison Square Garden meet: 
ings. He said “Jews could find 
find greater fulfillment in the 
synagogue.” 


CONVERTED recently to 
Christianity, Lewis says he had 
no Jewish background whatso- 
ever. “I was a Jew by virtue of 
being born to Jewish parents,” 
2 said. Together with his wife, 
herself a Christian, he met Bil- 
iy Graham during the latter’s 
crusade in the Far East. “We 
met in Yokohama and traveled 
together to Hawaii. I spent many 
hours listening to Billy Graham 
—it was the best schooling I 
had,” Lewis told The POST. 
“Now my friends in the crusade 
organization tell mee that I am 
as good a Christian as they have 
seen, I am very happy and think 
what Billy is doing is a won- 
derful thing for everybody.”

Israel Shipping 
Shrimp to U. S. 


HAIFA (NJP) — Shrimp—a 
sea foog forbidden by Jewish 
dietary laws—is providing a new 
source of revenue to Israeli fish- 
ermen, 

A ton of frozen shrimp was 
sent to the United States re. 
cently by the Fisherman’s Un- 
ion, it was reported by the Je- 
rusalem Post. 

The fish were frozen with 
equipment loaned by the United 
States Operations Mission. The 
shrimp are sold for 80 cents a 
pound. They are packed in five- 
pound cartons paid for by the 
buyers. The one-ton consign- 
ment is valued at $1,600. 

It is expected that about 50 
tons annually will be shipped to 
the United States, where there 
is an unlimited market.

to a full Jew. He invited Tekla 
to be a Sabbath guest at his 
home and to join Adas Israel 
as an honorary member for as 
long as he remains in this coun- 
try. Upon being complimented 
for this hospitality, Rabbi Panitz 
said, “I don’t regard this action 
as anything unusual. This man 
is a Jew and is entitled to every 
privilege which a _ synagogue 
can offer a Jew.” 

Tekla’s invitation to Adas Is- 
rael was announced by Rabbi 
Panitz in a sermon on the Festi- 
val of Shavuoth. Speaking with- 
out any prepared text, Rabbi

Faitlovich’s influence 
among the Falashas and his 
teaching brought them closer to 
other Jewish communities in a 
cultural sense. Today, among 
the students benefiting from the 
influence and teaching of Fait- 
lovich, is one Melessa Tekla, who 
spoke with unbounded admira- 
tion of this scholar. 

Tekla takes pride in Israel’s 
achievements. He told The POST 
that 23 students — Jews—have 
gone from Ethiopia to Israel. 
He says they will bring back to 
Ethiopia “the spirit of the land 
of Israel.” He hopes some day 
to go to Eretz Israel to renew 
the ancient contacts with his 
fellow Jews there. To date, it 
can be said, Tekla’s travels have 
extended from Addis Ababa to 
Adas Israel.

New York representative for the 
Lido-Biltmore Hotel in Sarasota, 
Fla., with using the “exclusive 
club” device as subterfuge to 
give notice that the policy of the 
hotel is to exclude Jews. Accord- 
ing to the complaint, the Lido- 
Biltmore hotel accommodated 
Jews until the fall of 1956, when 
the new owners took over and 





declared it a private club. The 
complaint stated that the Lido- 
Biltmore is not:a private club 
as defined in the New York state 
law against discrimination. 
Declaring that the “club” de- 
vice is coming into increased 
usage for discriminatory pur- 
poses “in place of such discrim- 
inatory terms as ‘selected clien- 
tele’ and ‘churches nearby’,” Mr. 


Block said that “a private club 
which regularly solicits patron- 
age through newspaper adver- 
tisements is a plain contradic- 
tion in terms.

‘Rose Of Damar’ Blooms In Israel; 
Beauty Is Country’ s Top Folk Singer 


By NADIA LOURIE 

TEL’ AVIV (NJP)—Who has 
not heard the name Shoshana 
Damari in Israel? In Hebrew 
the name means “Rose of Da- 
mar’—Damar being the village 
in Yemen where she was born. 
Down to every school child and 
even in the depth of the Negev 
—there is no one who hasn't 
heard her—at least, on records 
—for she is Israel’s No. 1 folk 
song singer, who was the first 
to revive ancient biblical songs 
and bring out of their obscurity 
beautiful tunes from her native 
Yemen and other Oriental Jew- 
ish communities, 


SHE HAS SET a whole fashion 
of reviving even the Oriental 
gestures which go with the 
songs, and_ staunchly stood 
against “modernizing” anything 
about her songs—keeping them 
“pure” in their own rich color 
and tempo, even though at times 
it struck harshly upon the Eu- 
ropean ear. 

One of five children of the 
Rabbi of Damar who trekked 
with his family to Aden in 1925 
and set sail from there for the 
Holy Land, Shoshana grew up 
in Rishon-Le-Zion and began 
her singing career in her early 
teens. 


DURING THE last years of| 


the British Mandate she created 
stirring resistance songs such 
as “Kalaniot” (Hebrew — the 
red poppy-like flower which 
grows wild in profusion in Is- 
rael), 

The innocent words were sung 
jeeringly wherever the _ red- 
breasted British paratroopers ap- 
peared, infuriating the latter, 
for they could not detect its 
significance, though they sensed 
that they were being jeered at.

Cyprus where she sang to the 
Jewish detainees. During the 
War of Liberation she toured 
army camps — sometimes as 
many as 10 per day, using even 
tank turrets as her stage. Re- 
cently she has been repeatedly 
televised abroad and has ap- 
peared in two films in Israel— 
“Hill 24 Doesn’t Answer” and 
“The Homeless.” 


Yet like all Israel’s great stars, 
the 34-year-old Shoshana lives 
modestly in a 3-room apartment 
with her impressario husband, 
Shlomo Bosmi and her 14-year- 
old daughter, Nava, possessing 
neither car nor servants and do- 
ing most of her own housework. 


I VISITED her on the eve of 
her departure for Paris where 
she was due to appear in the 
house of the President of France, 
where all the foreign emmis- 
saries in France were invited to 
bring one outstanding artist from 
their country. Russia was send- 
ing the famous violinist, David 
Oisterreich for this occasion, and

Though Shoshana was sched- 
uled to fly the next morning at 
dawn, there was no fuss in the 
little apartment the evening be- 
fore. Between talking to me 
Shoshana kept popping into the 
kitchen to watch the family sup- 
per on the stove, Nava was busy 
with another 14-year-old in her 
room, and husband Shlomo was 
good-naturedly pottering about 
the flat. 

The family is used to Shosh- 
ana’s constant comings and go- 
ings, and take it as part of a 
daily routine. She has only been 
back home one month from her 
trip to London where she went 
to nightly appearances on Is- 
rael’s new flagship, the “Theo- 
dor Herzl” on its maiden jour- 
ney. 

Prior to that she was on a 
three-month tour of South 
Africa, and before that she ap- 
peared at the Pallais de Chaillot 
in Paris (where the French

One of the toughest problems 
the Conservative rabbis have to 
face is that of the aguna, the 
wife whose husband disappears 
and who cannot remarry be- 
cause, according to custom, the 
husband must grant the get (di 
vorce). A woman can become 
an aguna also if her husband is 
presumed dead, but if there is 
no trace of his body, as in the 
cases of those lost in action or 
in a disaster. 


A WOMAN can also become 
an aguna if her husband refuses 
to put his signature to the get. 
To solve this dilemma the Con- 
servative rabbis, at the recent 
convention of their association, 
the Rabbinical Assembly, re- 
vived the idea of g*iting bride- 
grooms to grant their wives the 
advance right to a divorce in 
case of the above circumstances. 
Some Conservative rabbis even 
plumped for giving the wife 
equality in initiating and con- 
cluding divorce _ proceedings. 
These moves toward the liberal: 
ization of Jewish practice pro- 
duce a violent reaction upon the 
Aguda Harabbonim, 

That group of extremely Orth- 
odox rabbis convoked a special 
conference and thundered, with 
more than usual vehemence, 
against the Conservative rabbis 
and their “reforms.” Rabbi 
Aaron Cutler, of Lakewood, 
N. J., declared that the Rabbini- 
cal Assembiy acts merited ex- 
communication. 


MANY OTHERS joined in the 
most severe denunciations and 
while they were at it the rabbis 
reiterated their opposition to co- 
operating with rabbis of other 
denominations in the New York 
Board of Rabbis. A resolution 
adopted by the rabbis pleaded 
with the Conservative rabbis to 
mend their ways or face meas- 
ures like those employed against 


the Sadducees. (Rebbi A. B 
Shurun, in the Forward.)

GIVES LIFT TO JEWISH FIGHT FANS

RICHMOND, Va. (NJP)—The 
recent victory by Alphonse Ha- 
limi over Mario D’Agata for the 
world’s bantamweight title has 
given the Jewish fight fan a 
new lease on life. Once again 
he can point with pride to a 
Jewish champion, much like the 
haleyon days of the 20s and 30s. 


THAT THERE is a tremen- 
dous need for Jewish boxing he- 
roes is self-evident when one 
considers that many boxers sud- 
denly “adopt” the Jewish faith 
in order to reap the monetary 
rewards that a good Hebrew pu- 
gilist can command. 

Some two years ago, Dick 
Goldstein, a rather ordinary 
pug, was billed as the Jewish 
refugee from Warsaw. Dick, 
who in reality was a Catholic 
by the name of Ryszard Matus 
zewski, according to his Marine 
service record, told heart-rend- 
ing tales of his hardships in Bu- 
chenwald. This “lovable” char- 
acter went so far as to state 
that he was separated from his 
parents in the Warsaw Ghetto 
and believed that they perished 
in a Nazi oven. Ensuing events 
proved that Goldstein was a bet- 
ter liar than a fighter. 

Some boxing fans will remem- 
ber the Austrian, Jo Weidin, who 
invaded our shores in 1948 billed 
as the post-war Jewish hope for 
heavyweight honors. After an 
unsuccessful tour of the United 
States, Jo returned to Europe 
where it was suddenly discov 
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ered that he wasn’t Jewish after 
all. 


LEE OMA, who was good 
enough to fight Ezzard Charles 
for the heavyweight title, and 
Pedro Montanez, who _ battled 
Lou Ambers for the lightweight 
championship and Henry Arm- 
strong for the welterweight title, 
were two more men who 
claimeq that they were at least 
part Jewish. In each instance, 
the truth came to the fore near 
the end of their respective ca- 
reers. 

Max: Baer’s religious affilia- 
tion still remains in doubt with 
no definite proof existing as to 





whether or not he was at least 


part Jewish. Many people feel 
that he never had any Jewish 
blood, but there seems to be 
reasonable doubt. 

Larry Boardman, one of the 
leading welterweight contenders 
today, also presents a mystery. 
While we know that he is not 
a member of the Jewish faith 
at this time, there seems to be 
some doubt as to his parents’ 
religious beliefs. : 

It seems ironical that while 
so many people deny their Jew- 
ish heritage, many boxers go 
out of their way to foster the 
belief that they themselves are 
Jewish. Such is the power of 
the almighty dollar.

Koufax rose to the challenge. 
With one-third of the season over 
it’s become quite clear that San- 
dy, at 21, not only has reached 
manhood but has become a pitch- 
er of parts. 

He is one of the three-man 
kiddie corps of pitchers who are 
keeping the Dodgers in the thick 
of the National league’s five-team 
pennant fight. And his work, in 
some -respects, has even over 
shadowed the fine showing of 
the other two, Johnny Podres and 
Don Drysdale. 

At the time of this writing 
Sandy had won four games, lost 
two, and had an admirable earned 
run average of 4.88. With 59 
strikeouts in 50 innings he was 
setting a pace fully worthy of 
Herb. Score, a dazzling 10 whiffs 
per game. 


HIS OUTSTANDING perform- 
ance of the season, oddly enough, 
is related to the big game he 
pitched against Cincinnati in 1955. 
Both are on the record books. 

In a May game against the 
Chicago Cubs he went all the 
way, allowed only two runs, both 
of them unearned, and struck out 
13 men. As Cub pitcher Dick 
Drott struck out 10, the total of 
23 whiffs tied a modern National 
league record set in 1901 by Bos.

Waiting Period

NEW YORK NJP)—Who qual- 
ifies as an adoptive couple? What 
are the prerequisites for eligi. 
bility?” we asked. 

IN ORDER to be eligible for 
a child in New York, the wife 
must be under 36, the husband 
under 42; the couple must be 
married at least 3 years; they 
must be childless; and live in 
the Greater New York area. The 
age requisites do not mean that 
older people would not make 
good parents, explained Mrs. 
Florence Brown, director of the 
Louise Wise Child Adoption Cen- 
ter. They simply limit the pic- 
ture where the demand is so 
great and the supply so low. 

After receipt of an applica- 
tion, the prospective adoptive 
parents are invited to attend a 
group meeting together with 
couples in a similar position, at 
which they receive a_ general 
orientation vis a vis the agency. 

THEN FOLLOWS a lapse oi 
several months, a period which 
one couple described to The 
POST as “a most tantalizing 
time.” This couple was desper- 
ate for a five or six-year-old 
girl; they had lost their own 
daughter through sickness some 
years back and were physically 
unable to have another. 

“We spent weeks’ worrying 
over whether we would get the 
little girl—the uncertainty drove 
us close to madness,” the man 
said, 

“I TOOK days off from work 
so I could talk to the social 
worker and bring her to our 
home where she could observe 
our way of life. Then she left 
and we would hear nothing for 
weeks. This process was repeat- 
ed a few times. When I would 
telephone, I’d get the words ‘pos- 
sibility’ and ‘patience’.” 

This story, however, had a 
happy ending—the little girl was 
“siven” to this suburban couple 
Now the man and wife are “on

probation” for a year, after 
which time the adoption becomes 
permanent. 

Mrs. Brown admits taht this 
procedure is not the most sat- 
isfactory in terms of length of 
time. “But it’s the only way we 
can handle a difficult situation,” 
she adds. 

Most babies are two to four 
months olg at the time of adop- 
tion. Older children are placed 
in accordance with their own 
readiness to accept a new set 
of parents, Mrs. Brown pointed 
out. 

WHO IS the unwed Jewish 
mother? Typically, The POST 
learned, the unmarried Jewish 
mother comes from all back- 
grounds and economic levels. 
Rarely, if ever, does such a girl 
stem from a family on relief. 
She is generally a high school 
graduate and or a college stu- 
dent with a_ high intelligence 
quotient. Her pregnancy is a 
manifestation of personal prob. 
lems and unhappiness. 

Founded in 1916 by Mrs. Ste- 
phen Wise, the Louise Wise 
Agency is the only separate 
agency devoted to working fully 
with unmarried mothers, offer- 
ing these young unhappy per- 
residence 


sons counseling, a

“We know that what happens 
to the girls is not because they 
don’t know any better. We try 
to help them by giving them un.- 
derstanding, a place to live, a 
place for the child if they don’t 
want to keep it. Everything that 
happens is kept in confidence. 
What we aim at is to help the 
unwed mother to live with her. 
self,’ Mrs, Brown said. 

PRIVATE adoption placements 
concluded by lawyers intensify 
the natural mother’s guilt feel- 
ings, she stated, because the 
“deal” is made quickly, before 
she can make sure the choice of 
a permanent home for her child 
is the proper one. An agency, 
on the other hand, secures the

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State School Head Bans Ten Commandments Display 


ALBANY (WNS)—Dr. James 
E. Allen Jr. state education 
commissioner, issued a_ state- 
ment here banning the display 
of an “interdenominational” ver- 
sion of the Ten Commandments 
in New Hyde Park (L.I.) schooi- 
rooms on the ground “that 
poards of education should not 


permit school facilities to be 
used where the use-stirs up dis- 
sension detrimental to the well- 
being of the school.” 

He noted that the constitution- 
al guarantees of freedom of reli- 
gion and separation of church 
and state were not involved in 





this dispute which caused great 





controversy in thisNassau Coun- 
ty community. 

Noting that the state and Fed- 
eral constitutions banned reli- 
gious instruction in’ public 
schools, Commissioner Allen 
went on to say, “To display the 
Ten Commadnments in the 
schools where legal restrictions 





necessarily prohibits free and 
full discussion of them is to de- 
tract from their significance and 
their force.” 

The controversy arose when 
four residents of the school dis- 
trict appealed to Dr. Allen after 
the school board had refused 
to bar display of the version of 


the decalogue. In support of this 
appeal were both the American 
Jewsh Congress and the New 
York Board of Rabbis. 

Dr. Allen urged that the pub- 
lic schools should initiate pro- 
grams through which students 
would be released from school 
early or for a portion of a school 
day in order to receive religious 
instruction from the churches 





of their faith.

HOT AFTERNOONS HAVE BEEN IN MONTANA, by Eli Siegel,

Although AI- 
bright, too, views the process as 
culminating in his own faith, 
his account of the development 
of religious history from Baby- 
lonia and Egypt to Moses is the 
definitive study of the period. 
The book is recommended to all 
readers, rabbinical or not. 


THROUGH THE PENTATEUCH 
CHAPTER BY CHAPTER, by 
W. H. G. Thomas, $3.00 (Sérd- 
mans, Grand Rapids 3, Mich.). 


In his effort to make himself 
a briefer Rashi of the Torah, 
Dr. Thomas has proffered the 
reader a generally sound analy- 
sis of the text by chapters. It 
can be commended for that pur- 
pose. However, the book can- 
not be employed by Jewish stu- 
dents because of the pious 
“messages for meditation” ap- 
pended to each chapter outline. 
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These are studded with refer-

Since the Teutonic mind, in 
that respect orderly, favored 
complete recordings of its in- 
famies, he has been enabled to 
reconstruct the entire horren- 
dous story of these savages. The 
internal conflicts, the rise and 
fall of the organization and its 
leaders, are fully documented. 
That the SS was the authentic 
Germany of the era is undoubt- 
ed; it remains.a poor “alibi” for 
the nation. Each “character” is 
portrayed; the personal strug- 
gles, crimes, usurpations are de- 
tailed; the dramatis personae, 
historical events, and ultimate 
eclipse, are presented in full.

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RABBI ADAMS ELECTED 


THE ELECTION of Rabbi Theodore Adams to the 
presidency of the Synagogue Council of America presents 
another problem to the Orthodox. 

The Synagogue Council is the national Jewish agency 
which is made up of representatives of Reform, Conserva- 
tive and Orthodox. 

THIS ORGANIZATION and the New York Board of 
Rabbis, similarly constituted but limited in area to New 
York, were singled out by elements of Orthodoxy which 
insist that Orthodox rabbis should not participate in 
agencies with Reform and Conservative rabbis. 

Leader of the group pressing for this ban was Rabbi 
David B. Hollander, who, at the time he made the pro- 
posal, was president of the Rabbinical Council of America 
(Orthodox). 

BY COINCIDENCE, Rabbi Adams is also a past pres- 
ident of the RCA. 

Had Rabbi Hollander’s proposal, which was supported 
by an interdiction issued by 11 Roshei Yeshivot, heads of 
yeshivas, been adopted, Rabbi Adams not only could not 
have succeeded to the presidency of the RCA, he could not 
have sat on its board. 

Very likely the proposal, which seems to have been 
sidetracked, will remain in this state of suspension, and 
as far as we are concerned, that is where it should stay 
permanently. 


THE VOICE OF THE RABBINATE 


ABOUT ALL that is proved by the case of Rabbi Sey- 
mour Atlas, now of Bristol, Va.-Tenn., and formerly of 
Montgomery, Ala., is that a rabbi in the parts of the South 
where the segregation problem is a burning issue cannot 
take an active part in the fight for the Negro’s rights. 

Not everything in this world is achieved by direct 
action. 

Even the Catholic church, which certainly is in a 
stronger position than the Jew, had to call for a less for- 
ward policy in New Orleans when one of the members of 
the hierarchy put the church on record solidly behind 
integration. 

SOUTHERN RABBIS are most likely very unhappy 
about the situation. 

But Northern rabbis need not feel superior. 

In their approaches to violent local problems, they 
step lightly-when they stop at all, and compromise is often 
their wisest course. 

That Southern rabbis opposes segregation goes with- 
out saying. They could not be rabbis and espouse injus- 
tice to the Negro. 

IT ALSO GOES without saying that they are doing 
all in their power to see that integration is effected peace- 
fully and speedily. If they cannot use the pulpit and 
other media of communication to broadcast their views, 
that is unfortunate, but in time the influence of the rabbis 
will assert itself and the voice of the rabbinate will be heard. 


JEWISH ENVOY TO ISRAEL 


ALTHOUGH NO ONE could find fault with the ex- 
cellent ambassadors, beginning with James G. McDonald, 
whom the United States has appointed to represent her in 
Israel, why should not this post sometimes go to a Jew? 

Of course, there will be all kinds of objections, and 
we have an idea that a proportion of them, and not the 
smallest proportion, will come from Jewish sources. 

BUT THIS is the same kind of self-effacement which 
led many Jews to oppose the appointment of Brandeis, the 
Jew, to the Supreme Court bench. 

When England was awarded the mandate over Pales- 
tine by the League of Nations, she named a Jew, Sir Her- 
bert Samuel, as Lord High Commissioner. This was most 
proper. 

THERE ARE MANY American Jews who would do 
this country honor as her representative, and we feel that 
naming a Jew as Ambassador to Israel would be the nor- 
mal thing. 

We don’t mean to indicate that only a Jew should be 
named to the post, but certainly there is nothing wrong 
with a Jewish ambassador to Israel when the right man 
is available. 
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BY COINCIDENCE, one of the congrega- 
tional bulletins we receive headlined an In- 
stitute on Judaism that the congregation was 
arranging with a photograph of the rabbi 
who was to be the speaker and the words: 
“For the Ladies.” , 

This brought up a thought we've long 
held. As you know, for years now, we've 
been adding to the duties of our rabbis, who 
in their original state were teachers. By now, 
they are fund-raisers, public relations men, 
organizers, and so forth. 

But we’ve also added one duty, which 
it seems also is irrevelant to his original 
function, but which today no doubt plays a 
more imporiant part in his life than perhaps 
even his erudition. 

This is his acceptability to the ladies, 

We don’t want to add more to this 
thought. But when mid-century rabbinate is 
weighed by historians, this is a factor which 
if overlooked, will leave many things un- 


explained.

WHAT DO YOU DO with a person like 
Jack Lewis, former Jew now Christian, who 
sought to introduce Billy Graham to Jews un- 
der auspices which we think came close to 
being reprehensible. 

Jews traditionally have an attitude to- 
ward converts. They forget them. This at- 
titude is possible because Jews are so proud 
of their religion that they think of these con- 
verts as misguided persons who have left 
something good for something else. 


THIS IS A SANE approach, and conse- 
quently if Jack Lewis became a Christian, 
so that’s that. 

But he has no right to do what he did 
(see the story in this issue), which clearly, 
at least from Rabbi Zahavy’s viewpoint, was 
nothing more or less than subterfuge. 

The name of the Jewish club is not men- 
tioned in the news story, but we see no rea- 
son why the club should not bear its share 
of the blame. It was the Harmony Club, the 
privaie Jewish club which ranks with the 
best non-Jewish clubs in New York, and which 
is quite exclusive in its own way. 


NO DOUBT MANY Jews have gone to 
hear Billy Graham, very likely as much out 
of curiosity as anything else. 

As far as Billy Graham is concerned, he 
seems to be a fine Christian, and it is dif. 
ficult to criticize his participation in the af. 
fair, since it is legitimate Christian policy to 
try to win over the Jews to Christ. 

But let the prosyletizing of Jews be open 
and above board. Then no one can complain, 

If Jack Lewis’ affair had been properly 
designated for what it was, no one eould ob. 
ject. Unquestionably the rabbi would not 
have participated, and very likely many of 
the invited guests would have refused to at- 
tend, but at least the affair would have been 
on the up and up, to use colloquial English, 
and no one could have charged that he was 
misled, 

* 

THE U. S. CANTORS recently issued a 
10-point proclamation which it is hoped will 
bring them the kind of recognition and ac- 
ceptance by the Jewish community and _ its 
leadership that the rabbi now enjoys. 

There is something of an anomaly here. 

Because the rabbi has been so _ preoc- 
cupied in mid-century U. S. Jewish life with 
a myriad of non-rabbinical duties, he has 
been forced to sacrifice to some extent his 
pastoral duties, such as calling on his con- 
gregants, etc. In congregations of one and 
two thousand members, and with only one 
rabbi, plus an associate, it is easy to see why 
a rabbi might not even know many of his 
members by name. 

BECAUSE OF THIS, the cantor often is 
closer to his congregation than the rabbi. A 
rabbi may be admired; the cantor very often 
is beloved. 

No proclamations will ever achieve status 
for anyone. It is the realities of every-day 
existence which bring that kind of recogni- 
tion. The cantors are not the ones to issue 
the proclamation. But perhaps the rabbis 
need one.

The Bible as Textbook 
for Political Science 
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THE BIBLE is an accredited textbook in 
the military schools of Israel. Israeli soldiers 
have learned much from reading about the 
ways in which Saul, David and Judah the 
Maccabee used the terrain of Palestine and 
deployed their forces in it. The Bible could 

soe cows De an even more effective 
text for a political science 
%: seminar on the art of gov- 
% ernment. Nowhere is_ this 
' more clearly seen than in 
the Sedrah Korah and its 
Haftarah from I Samuel. 

Korah, Dothan and Abi- 
ram are the kind of rebels 
whose rebellion, tradition 
makes clear, is not for the 
Weinstein sake of Heaven but rather 
for their own aggrandizement. Where were 
they when the Children of Israel suffered 
under the knout of the Egyptian taskmaster? 
Why was authority unacceptable when it 
lodged in the hands of Aaron and Moses? 
What other alternatives did the suggest to 
prevent anarchy and destructive chaos? In 
their failure to consider the conditions of a 
people in transit from slavery to self-govern- 
revealed themselves as dema- 





ment, they 
gogues. 

In fact, the tradition tells us that Korah 
and his disciples went about inciting the peo- 
ple against the tithe and every other form of 
taxation, implying that under their leader- 
ship the people could have government with- 
out cost. They pictured poor old widows be- 
ing dispossessed of land and flocks by greedy 
revenue men. 


IT IS AN OLD RUSE in the demagogic 
bag and it smells of cheap trickery even when 
disguised in the pious cleak of economy, 
states rights, and the sacred tabu of individ- 
ual initiative—meaning the right of a man to 
make as much money as he can and spend 
it any way he pleases. 

The Good Book tells us that the Lord 
caused the earth to swallow up Korah and 
his followers to demonstrate once and for all 


that there is no future in this kind of irrespon- 
sible attack on government. 

Still, there is a very fascinating touch in 
the fact that Moses ordered the fire pans used 
by the dissidents to be beaten into brass and 
moulded into the base of the altar in the 
Tabernacle; as though to say: This particu- 
lar rebellion was negative and destructive, a 
threat to the very existence of the people. 
But the attitude of caution and critical re- 
view of authority is a proper attitude, one 
indispensable to a mature people and a free 
community. Later generations would recall 
when they saw the base of the altar made 
of the metal in the fire pans of the rebels 
that eternal vigilance is the price of liberty. 

One might say that the ability to convert 
the mistakes of the past into the assets of 
the present, the instruments of sin into the 
symbols of reverence is the very genius of & 
viable culture. The secret of Israel’s survival 
against inordinate odds is not to be sought 
in the perverse chemistry of anti-Semitism— 
that it oozes a protective coating onto its vie- 
tim. It is rather to be found in the precious 
insights: of its leaders who like Moses and 
Samuel, were able to impound the excesses 
of anarchy into the supports of authority and 
the excesses of authority into the safeguards 
of freedom. 


THE HIGH ART of government is to 
shorten the arc of the pendulary swing from 
license to tyranny and to keep the com- 
munity anchored to those areas where free- 
dom and security have made a workable, mu 
tually supportive, give-and-take shidach. This 
area of competence the Bible defines and for 
that reason must be considered a basic text 
of the technique and tempo of government.

When I read the headline “‘Rab- 
pis Say Belief In God Not Nec- 
essary To Religion” I didn’t trust 
my eyesight — not even my 
glasses; so I took a magnifying 
glass, but there it was in all its 
boldness! 

The rabbis, of course, did not 
say what is attributed to them. 

JUDAISM MAKES the belief 
in a Personal G-d—not a pan- 
theistic G-d, not a_ pilosophic 
abstraction—who is the Guide of 
the Universe, Judge of men, and 
Lawgiver, the very foundation 
of Religion. All the other be- 
liefs flow from this fountain- 
head! 

G-d as the Lawgiver brings 
me to another point. According 
to Judaism, a system of ethics 
which is not based on the belief 
that morality emanates from 
G-d, is false. Some years ago, a 
prominent Jewish scholar point- 
ed out that Judaism’s great con- 
tribution to morality was that 


it made moral laws religious laws. 
This certainly is applicable to 
the basic moral laws. Some of 
the rabbis, perhaps mystically 
inclined, made the imitation of 
G-d, or as they put it “cleaving 
to the attributes of the Holy 
One Blessed be He” the main 
lever to man’s moral actions. 
Hence, the Rabbinic saying in 
the Sifri which makes G-d say 
to man “as I am merciful, so 
be thou meriful; as I am gra- 
cious, so be thou gracious.” 

IF THE NON-BELIEVING 
ethical person asks “what’s the 
difference whether we believe 
in G-d-made morality or man. 
made morality?”, the answer is 
patent; the former is unchange- 
able, the latter is changeable, 
and can even be abrogated! 

Would not the world be a bet- 
ter place to live in if we accepted 
the divine authority of the Moral 
Law, instead of relying on hu- 
man invention?

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Paid Arab Lobbyist 
Tries To Kill Boycott 
Story In The POST

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—An attempt to pressure this 
reporter to kill last week’s POST 
story on Arab boycott pressure 
on U. S. firms was made by the 
United States Arab-Asian Insti- 
tute, Inc., in the person of its 
president, Salem Bader. 


FOLLOWING the _ telephone 
interview, reported in last is- 
sue, I received a second ’phone 
call from Salem Bader urging 
me not to write a story on the 
previous day’s interview which 
he said was all “a big joke.” He 
claimed that I had not spoken 
to him but to a member of his 
firm by the name of Collier who 
didn’t realize that this reporter 
was a “responsible person” rep- 
resenting a “responsible paper,” 
and he was merely having “a 
bit of fun.” 

Bader went on to say: “I am 
only trying to help youu... 1 
don’t want you to write any- 
thing that... might even get 
you into trouble.” 

When told that a check had 
been made with firms mentioned 
in the previous telephone inter- 
view and that everything had 
been verified, Bader said that I 
would be hurting U. S. firms by 
mentioning names such as that 
of his Institute and his name. 


HE URGED ME to come see 
him personally and that he 
would give me a story that 
would be constructive and that 
I would understand why he 
shouldn’t be named. He offered 


’ ta show me the latest boycott 


list and said: “This is a mat- 
ter that should be handled very 
carefully.” He expressed sur- 
prise that I would report a 
story on the basis of a telephone 
interview. I told Bader that 
telephone interviews were an ac- 
cepted means of getting in- 
formation, but that if he would 
tell me what part of the earlier 
interview was “a joke,” it would 
be corrected. 


ASKED TO VERIFY informa- 
tion that his agency contacted 
firms either on blacklist or 
threatened with blacklist with 
an offer to help get them off the 
blacklist, Bader countered: “Is 
there anything wrong with that?” 

Asked if he advised firms 
threatened with blacklisting to 
avoid dealing with Israel, .that 
it was more profitable to deal 
with the Arabs, Bader answered: 
“Is there anything wrong with 
that?” 

Asked if the Institute was in- 
terested in helping Zionists plan 
their strategy to help better 
Arab-Israel_ relations, Bader 
again replied with the question: 
“Is there anything wrong with 
that?” 


AT THIS POINT in our con- 
versation, Mr. Bader was _ in- 
formed that he had only reaf- 
firmed everything told to me the 
day previously. Bader said: 
“Surely, you wouldn't print any- 
thing like that about the Zion- 
ists. Why, people will laugh at 
you. You know Zionists would 
never ask for my help! Really, 
you shouldn't write anything 
like this.” 

Bader was informed that The 
POST editor would pass judg- 
ment as to what would appear 


in the paper. The POST editor’s 
name and the city of publication 
was given Bader when he threat- 
ened to call The POST editor. 

In a third telephone conver- 
sation with Bader, a few days 
later, to arrange an appoint- 
ment to see his “list” of firms on 
the Arab blacklist, Bader re- 
ferred to his previous call say- 
ing: “I didn’t mean to be bel- 
ligerent.” He repeated the feel- 
ing of distaste expressed in his 
first interview regarding the 
boycott by saying: “I don’t like 
this program at all.” 


HE SAID he warned Jewish 
firms that they would be on 
blacklist, and added that I would 
be amazed at how many Jew- 
ish friends he had. Reminded 
that Jewish firms automatically 
are blacklisted by Arab League 
countries, Bader volunteered: 
“There are ways you can switch 
things. After all, business is 
business, and business has to go 
on, Sometimes, though, even 
Arabs cut off their nose to spite 
their face.” He offered to show 
how the “switch” can be made 
when he is interviewed person- 
ally. 

Meanwhile, The POST learned 
from highly reliable and author- 
itative sources that an American 
manufacturing company with 
affiliates in more than 60 foreign 
countries with a very reliable 
affiliate in Israel has been noti- 
fied that it will be included in 
the latest Arab blacklist. The 
response of the owner, who left 
Europe with the rise of Hitler, 
is: “I think this is a very fine 
promotion for company 
to be recognized in this out- 
standing way... .” 

A representative of a major 
rubber company, who had un- 
successfully been approached by 
Bader, said that a check made 
with many other firms disclosed 
that those responding to Bader’s 
overtures were negligible. How- 
ever, firms that have yielded to 
the Arab boycott threat include 
some of considerable importance.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (NJP) 
—The State of California will 
be able to ~enforce penalties 
against fraudulent labeling of 
food ang food products as “kosh- 
er,” following a bill that passed 
both houses of the legislature. 


ASSEMBLY BILL 2880, intro: 
duced by Assemblyman Joe 
Shell of Los Angeles and 55 co- 
authors, was voted 60-2 by the 
Assembly last week, and re. 
ceived unanimous consent this 
week from the State Senate. 

The bill was an amendment 
to the State Penal Code section 
383 (b), and was voted in after 
long study and much dispute 
among Jewish community lead- 
ers in California. 

Proponents, following the lead 
of Shell, acted on the theory 
that, with the present day usage 
of kosher products by all classes 
of people, it would be a fraud 
on the public in general if fla- 
grant violations of kashruth ob- 
servance were allowed to con- 
tinue. 

At committee hearings, the 
opponents claim of state inter. 
ference with church affairs was 
declared not valid. It was felt 
that the ritual of kashrut could 
be demonstrated to be a proce- 
dure relating to health and not 
a matter of religious interpre- 
tation.

Jews Will Get 
Absentee Vote en 
Religious Holiday

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—The 
New Jersey legislature passed 
an absentee ballot law permitting 
Jews to vote by proxy on re- 
ligious holidays last week and 
received prompt commendation 
from the American Jewish Con- 
gress, 

It was the AJ Congress which 
drafted, sponsored and pushed 
the measure. 

“The law will prevent any 
future disenfranchisement of 
New Jersey voters because of 
their religious convictions and 
obviate any need to choose be- 
tween religious obligation and 
civig, duty,” said D. Beryl Ma- 
nischewitz, AJC regional presi- 
dent, 

The outcry for such a bill be- 
gan when tthe April primary 
election was scheduled for the 
same day as Passover, April 16, 
disenfranchising groups of Jew- 








ish voters, 
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archives by this _ correspon. 
dent revealed that 26 years ago 
Assemblyman Charles’ Lyons, 
whose district was roughly con- 
tiguous to that of Mr, Shell, at 
the behest of many present day 
opponents of AB 2880, introduced 
a measure which made it a mis- 
demeanor to fraudulently label 
kosher food. 

Contemporary press reports 
of that time point out that this 
measure with its punishment by 
fine or imprisonment for 30 days 
or, both would be adequate .to 
prohibit what minor violations 
occurred in the small Jewish 
population then resident in the 
state. 





California Votes KashrutEnforcement 


Further research, following the 
mass influx of population, com. 
prised of all groups, to Califor. 
nia revealed that many of the 
newcomers to the state, Chris. 
tian or Jewish, were chagrined 
by the lack of enforcement of 
kashrut laws. 

Orthodox Jews were reluctant 
to buy those products marked 
kosher because of their inherent 
distrusct of what appeared to 
be a lack of proper preparation, 
display and sale of kosher meat 
products. Non-Jews seeing this 
reluctance also voiced complaints 
about the lack of “familiar” 
kosher products, properly label. 
ed.
